cafeteria at Atapao and, I 
imagine, 90 percent of their 
business is hamburgers 
and French fries. I eat 
mostly rare meat on base. 
Off base the meat is not 
handled cleanly. 

At Atapao sea food is 
abundant (right on the Gulf 
of Siam) and I enjoyed that 
very much. 

Yesterday we refueledan 
airplane that later shot 
down a Mig 17, which you 
will have read about. I 
talked tothe pilot last night. 
Of course that was the ul- 
timate for a fighter pilot - 
to shoot down an enemy 
fighter. These fellows are 
truly professionals, al- 
though they have feelings. 

The one thing they do 
not like to hear is the 
dissension of public opinion 
in America, or actually the 
fact that many people do 
not or cannot think clearly 
but only know ‘‘what they 
read in a paper.’’ This is 
one big reason the con- 
flict is still going on. 

The North Vietnamese, 
Russians and Chinese 
Communists all listen in- 
tently to our press and 
public opinions, and they 
think this is an extremely 
unpopular. war for the 
American people. They, of 
course, actively encourage 
anti-war campaigning and 
try to appeal to the pacifist 
feelings of the people - they 
say that everyone should 
live in peace. 

That would be fine, but 
we would live under social- 
ist communism. 

If the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong think there 
is any chance of winning 
they will continue to fight. 
Their ideas of human life 
are not like ours; they do 
not need large volumes of 
war materials as long as 
they are encouraged by dis- 
senting opinion and partic- 
ularly such things as self- 
immolation on our side. 
They definitely see them- 
selves as winning. 

They think they proved a 
point with the French, When 
the people of France got 
tired of their war in Asia, 
it reflected all the way 
down to the Infantrymen, 
and the North Vietnamese 
capitalized on the situation 
at Dien Bien Phu and hand- 
ed the French a resounding 
defeat. That was enough for 
France. No more support 
for that war. 

I think if we were to 
move out of South Vietnam, 
communism would very 
quickly take over all of 
Southeast Asia, Australia, 
and New Zealand. If the 
United States cannot stop 
communism, surely no one 
else can. 

I cannot tell you as much 
as I would like to, but I 
can tell you that everyone 
here wants to get this over 
with. They do not like to 
expose themselves each 
day and hear the politics 
that goes on back home. 
They believe in what they 
are doing here. 

The countries that are 
directly affected here are 
not self-sufficient and ac- 
tually enter into 80-90. per 
cent less engagements than 
our U. S. troops. This is 
blamed on their leadership 
which has too many politi- 
cal and bloodline commis- 
sioned officers, and not 
enough chosen by merit. 

These are some of my 
pet peeves about this thing. 
I hope I didn’t bore you.
